ROYAL ABCH JURISPRUDERCE. 
OHIO. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence con- 
firm the following decision of the Grand 
High Priests: 

“1, It is not necessary that the appli- 
cation to a Chapter, for a recommenda- 
tion for a new Chapter, should be in 
writing. The usual method is to present 
the petition, which fact, with a brief 
«statement of the object and prayer of it, 
and the names of the petitioners, are en- 
tered upon the journal. Then by a vote, 
either upon a verbal motion or a written 
resolution, the Chapter gives jor with- 
holds its consent and the required 
voucher. 

“9 After the establishmentof a new 
Chapter haa been recommended by the 
nearest Chapter, no names can be ai- 
ded to the petition. 

“3. It is not necessary that the work 
should be exemplified by the petitioners, | 
in open Chapter, before a recommenda- 
tion can be given. There is no rule on 
this subject, and it would be improper to 
adopt one. The recommending Chapter 
must be satisfied that the petitioners are 
qualified to confer all of the degrees, and 
to conduét, properly, the businegs and 
ceremonies of a Chapter, without aasis- 
tance from others, and must so vouch, 
but the amount and kind of evidence to 
be furnished, thus to satisfy it, must 
be left to each Chapter to determine. 

A member of a Chapter has the 
right to vote upon every question pre- 
sented to such Chapter, except in cases 
where he has a direct personal interest 
in the result. The interest of a member 
in the question of giving the consent of 
bis Chapter to the establishment of a 
new Chapter, and vouching for the qual- 
ification of its membe.s, although he 
may be one of the petitioners for such 
new Chapter, is notsuch a direct per- 
sonal interest in the result as will pre- 
vent bim from voting on the question. 

“5, The petitioners for a new Chapter 
are not required to give “‘the nearest 
Chapter’ notice of their intention to 
present such petition for its recommend- 
ation and voucher. The presentation of 
the petition, accompanied with the pro- 

r request, either verbally or in writing, 
s all that is necessary. 

“6. When such petition is presented, 
the Chapter may make any order that, in 
the judgment of a majority of its mem- 
bers, may be ne , to enable it to 
judge of the Masonic qualifications and 
abilities of the petitioners. | 

“7, It is one of the prerogatives of the 
High Priest of a Chapter, to direct the 
order in which its business sball be taken 
up, and if, in his opinion, it would be im- 
proper or injurious to the best interests 
of his Chapter, to act upon any particu- 
lar business before the Chapter, at the 
stated meeting at which it is presented, 
he may direct that action upon it be 
postponed until the next or at any future 
stated meeting. 

‘8. It is not necessary that one of the 

titioners for a new Chapter should bea 
Past High Priest. The c@natitutional re-

“9 The certificate vouchbing for the 
moral character and Masonic abilities of | 
the petitiouers for a pew Caapter, must 
be given by the Coapter nearest the place 
where the new Chapter is intended to be 
opened, and not by the High Priest, King 
and Scribe.

We would be very glad to know that 
this statement is not true, or that what 
it represents is capable of some satisfac- 
tory explanation. For, if true and not 
explainable, it discloses a very extra- 
ordinary state of things, to exist 
in a Commonwealth that pretends to 
have a republican form of Government, 
and one that certainly portends danger 
to the public peace.. It cannot be ex- 
that any considerable portion of 
the CMizens of a county willlong submit 
to acts yfficial insoelence that must 
needs provoke ill-feeling and resent- 
ment, to culminate in quarrels and 
bloodshed. If such acts can be done 
aod go unpunished; it is useless tu preach 
about peace and order. liven those 
citizens of Tennessee who are diefran- 
chised, have all the other rights, privi- 
leges avd imt ities of citizens, and 
are not men if they do not assert them. 
It is enough to submit to that disfran- 
chisement, and t@®the very extraordi- 
nary decision of the Supreme Court 
which declares it legal, by an argument 
in support of a foregone’ conclusion. 

In this connection itis ft also to re- 
member the significant threat by a State 
official, of force to be used to repress the 
violence, which, he alleges will be the ne- 
cessary consequence of Mr. Etheridge’s 
canvass. We quite wellunderstand that 
there is only the form of republicanism 
in Tennessee, and the reality of an oli- 
garchy; but we do not know that the 
‘people of the State are quife ripe for a 
government of arms and force, or for a 
Lord Protector, or, if they are, that the 
present Governor is equal to the part of 
Cromwell. 


CONCENTRATION OF CAPITAL. 

We clip the following from a letter to 
the New York Herald: 

The — of Virginia and of the whole 
south, so far as I can ascertain, are gen- 
erally resorting to a system of concentra- 
tion in respect to all their important in- 
terests, as the best means to render what- 
ever little capital they have most 
available. This principle is very gener- 
ally applied to railroads, manufacturing 
enterprises of all kinds, trade and busi- 
ness matters; the object, of course, being 
to obtain from the small pittances in the 
hands of the community an availabie 
aggregate to sustain some paying enter- 
prises. The diffuse system of trade and 
manufacturing operations, which ob- 
tained under a state of more general 
prosperity, would fall short of any result 
now, with so little available means in in- 
dividual hands. Under a general con- 
viction of the advantages of a system of 
concentration, as well as from a necessity 
growing out of the narrow resources of 
business men, and their insufficiency for 
apy protitable enterprise, more acts 
of incorporation have been applied for 
and granted by the last Virginia legis- 
lature, than are contained in the re- 
cords of any three previous sessions. This 
augurs well forthe future prosperity of 
the state. It is the inauguration of the 
system of joint stock enterprises whieh 
has rendered the. north so great and 
powerful. Kailroads are being consoli- 
dated-with a view to the direction of the 
trade of the interior to home ports, pre- 
paratory to the establixhment of direct 
foreign trade. Reconstruction is al] 
that is now needed to put the south 
career of unexampled prosper- 
ty. 

In the present condition of the South- 
ern States, it is useless to talk of joint- 
stock enterprises for the development of 
the resources of a country in which ft 
will soon be intolerable to live, and 
where all hope, courage and enterprize 
are crushed out. 

One joint stock undertaking, never- 
theless, is possible. It is for those who 
are not willing to live in a country de- 
voted to the infernal Gods, and which 
is destined to be the theatre of continual 
disturbances, outrages and horrors, to 
unite their meaux, and emigrate over- 
land to Sonora and there and in Sinaloa 
establish Colonies. Many are too poor 
to do so without aid. To these loans 
could be made, to be repaid hereafter, 
and thousands could thus geek for them. 
selves new homes under stranve skies, 
where they would at Jeast be free from 
Military despotism and Northern con- 
tumely, and all the slights,

THE DRY TORTUGAS. 
If the London Times were to publish 
to the people of England that a score of 
free-born Britons were confined at bard 
and degrading Jabour, without having 
been convicted of any known offence, 
upon fair trial before any lawful tri- 
bunal, on an island in the ocean, beyond 
the reach of the Writ of Habeas Corpus, 
the popular indignation would hurl 
from power the Ministry that had per- 
petrated or permitted an outrage so in- 
defensible upon the rights of FEnglish- 
nen, and stamp their names with eter- 
nal infamy. 
How long are the imprisonment aud 
scourging of innocent men, upon that 
accursed spot, the Dry Tortugas, to con- 
tinue to be the shame and dishonour of 
the Kepublic?® The military satraps 
uuder ANDREW JOHNSON prohibit the 
whipping of negroes, legally convicted 
of felonies, under the penal laws of a 
State; and the lash is not allowed to be 
used in the Navy: but thereis no “ thrill 
of horror”’ in the Northern heart, 
au English gentleman, and free-born 
American citizens are tied up and 
scourged, lashed like dogs, at the plea- 
sure of a subaltern in the military ser- 
vice of the United States. Even if they 
were not whipped, that they are stil! 
held imprisoned is an intolerable out- 
rage, not excelled by those for which the 
French people tore down the Bastile and 
NAPOLEON abolished the Inquisition. 
Why does not the President release 


these victims of tyranny? Is it 
intended that they shall remain 
imprisoned for life” If they are 


not released, in order that the hideous 

secrets of that prison-house-may not be 

published to the world, why not at once 
order their execution? The crime would 

be no greater than to continue their im- 

prisonment. Slay them, and sink them 

in the deep blue waters ef the Gulf. The 
dead can tell no tales. What a mock- 
ery, to style the ['nited States a Repub- 
lic, and to prate of liberty aud the right 
of man, with that hideous prison-house 
holding so many bleeding hearts of in- 
nocent men, itself the plague-spot of the 

Nation.

The following, which we find in the 
Baltimore Gazette, was written for, but 
not published in the Prince (Creorge 
County Gazette, at the time of its date.

What 
cowardice in these 
puppets! They believed Dr. Mudd in- 
nocent, and yet sentenced him, in com- 
pliange with the howlings of a bloody 
rabble, to an imprisonment more tortur- 
ing than death. Gen. Hunter's fling at 
Dr. Madd’s “timidity’’ and want of 
maniiness’’ is out of place. The pro- 
fessional oath of a physician forbids bis 
betraying a patient. e can neither tell 
for what ailment he has treated him, por 
anything else connected with the visit of 
the patient that may compromise the 
latter. Here is the document: 

Avaust 19, 1865.—Zditor Ga:rA@te.— 
Dear Sir: In Washington, on Friday 
last, [ met an old acquai ce, one of 
the highest in military r f the late 
‘commission,’ etc. He thus spoke to 
me : 

‘The court never believed that Dr. 
Mudd knew anything about Booth’s de- 
sigus. Booth made him a tool as ha had 
done with others. Dr. Mudd was (the 
victim of his own timidity. Had he ac- 
knowledged to the soldiers whom he 
saw in search of Booth (the day after the 
assassination) that Booth had got his 
leg set at his house and went off, and 
had he, /ikea man, come out and said 
he knew Booth, instead of flatly denying 
it to the court, he would have had little 
trouble.”’ 

More of similar purport was said, but 
the points are included in the above. 

As Ido not know Dr. Mudd or any of 
his relatives, it will be plain, I hope, 
that this statement is made solely with 
the view that it may be acceptable to 
some of his friends.

New ORLEANS, LA., May 2, 1807. 
Editors Appeal : 
THK INUNDATION. 

We are beseiged by the waters. Our 
men stand at the breastworks, ready to 
repair the breaches and repel the foe. But 
we need reinforcements sadly, and must 
appeal to the common government. In- 
deed, it is more the interest of the whole 
nation to renew these ruined defenses 
than ours. There is @ region Capa- 
ble of producing sixty or seventy million 
dollars worth of sugarand cotton, now 
submerged by the crevases, have discour- 
aged or disqualified the people so far, that 
they have ceased to labor. Why then 
should not the nation take measures 
to redeem this precious region? Why 
should it, after having abolished slavery 
here, give in effect, the bounty ef 
desolation to the slave-grown sugars 
of Cuba and Brazil? Why should 
the nation export bard dollars to pay 
for products which were formerly paid 
for in the agricultural and mechanical 
products of the West and North? If 
the war was fought for the freedmen 
and the loyalists, why drown them out? 
The reasons are so cogent for the in- 
terest of the nation that humanity may 
be left out of the question. You are 
a representative of opinion in the West 
and Northwest; cannot you call the 
attention of St. Louis and Chicago to 
the great injustice dome them by the 
dilapidation of the levees? Their mar- 
ket for flour, beef, mules and whisky 
is at stake, for the gratification of a rabid 
prejudice against a small propor- 
tion of the Southern people who 
have had the misfertune to incur the in- 
appeasable hate of the extremists, 
REOONSTRUCTION, 


The avewers of all the leading men 
who fought the war, have shown that 
there is bo in submitting to any 
consequenees of conquest. The I 
have been thus reconciled to the in 
ble, and are asserting their right of reg- 
istration with commendable energy. Tlie 
instructions of Gen. Sheridan to the 
registrars to exclude from the polls all 
those who had given aid and comfort to 
the secession cause, has occasioned an 
appeal to Washington, and is said to have 
oecasioned an opinion from the attorney 
everal adver: e to these instructions. As 
there is no authority in the military act 
to restrict suffrage in the manuer indi- 
cated, it is probable Gen. Sheridan 
may have felt warranted by the object 
which the majority in congress 
had in view, rather than by the 
text of the ‘act itself. It is a 
peculiar feature of this legislation that 


congress does not rely on the executive to 


execu'e the law. The president may order 
a commandant to take charge of a mili- 
tary district as he may detail men to 
perform the same duty; but here, the 
presidents authority ceases. True, he 
may relieve the commandant, and as- 
sign another to the same duty. No sen- 
tence of capital punishment may be car- 
ried into effect without the approval of 
the president ; but he bas no farther dis- 
cretion or responsibility.

SUNDAY READING, 


DOCTRINE. 
BY A LAYMAN, 


INTERPRETATION OF THE SCRIPTURE. 

In every religion there has been au 
inner circle, with an interpretation of 
the symbols different from that which 
they gave the vulgar. The ‘ Holy Doc- 
trine,’ we learn from Plutarch, was what 
was taught in the mysteries, of Egypt, 
Evevsis and SAMOTHRACE. His book 
‘de Iside et Osiride’ shows that very 
philosophical and true doctrines as to 
the Deity were disclosed in the Egyp: 
tian mysteries. No doubt the Hebrews 
had their mysteries. The main features 
of the account of their residence in and 


reason to doubt, true. If Moses was 
adopted by the daughter of the reigning 
monarch, and brought up at the court, 
and if he married the daughter of a Priest 
of Heliopolis, he could not but have been 
initiated. Solomon also married an 
Egyptian Princess, and’ was in intimate 
alliance with a Phoenician monarch. 
Wedo not imagine that the intelligent 
Hebrew Priests regarded their legends 
as historical, or were unable to separate 
the fabulous from the true in their books. 
When our Saviour recited a parable, he 
did not always begin or end it by saying, 
“this is a parable.’ Many of them, 
taken according to the letter, purport to 
be recitals of facta. No chureh, we im- 
agine, now requires us to believe that 
actual devils possessed men when he 
was on garth; that when he expelled 
them they actually entered into a herd 
of swine. Even a Catholic, we suppose, 
is at liberty to believe that the cases 
cured were of epilepsy. 


We are not expected to believe that 


build a tower, in order to ascend on it to 
heaven, or that this caused the confu- 
sion of tongues. We regard it as an 
allegory, fabulous legend, in- 
vented to account for the diversity 
of languages. We do not believe that 
the flood covered the whole earth ; or 
that allthe animals were preserved in 
the ark. We can easily separate such 
legends from the truth. Is it not possi- 
ble that the account of the Garden of 
Eden, of the Tree of Knowledge, the 
temptation by a snake and the eating of 
the fruit is an Eastern Allegory? The 
account of the creation is palpably a cos- 
mogony of human invention. It is not 
even any where averred in the Scrip- 
tures, to be inspired, or literally true. 
The truth of Christianity does not de- 
pend upon the literal veracity of these 
occounts. May not one be both philoso- 
pher and Christian, reading the Sacred 
Books according to their esoteric mean- 
ing, as De Werre and other Rationalists 
do” We confess that we have not been 
much helped in our faith by THOLUCK, 
NEANDER abd HENGSTENBERG. 


The Hebrew Kabala, which must em- 
body very ancient traditions and the 

NNER DOCTRINE,’ and is itself as 
alas Alchemy and Hermeti- 
cism, gives to every thing in the ancient 
books mystical and spiritual interpreta- 
tions. The writers evidently did not 
regard them as wholly historical, where 
they purport to beso. Few intelligent 
men suppose that the visions of EzEKIEL 
and of the Apocalypse were really 
dreams. They are too evidently allego- 
ries. it is very certain that a vicious 
mode of interpretation has been used 
with the Bible, or 80 many Sects could 
not have existed, all professing to derive 
their doctrines from it. Two principal 
causes have, it seems to us, produced 
them; a too literal interpretation, and 
misunderstanding of symbols. Of all 
modes of communicating ideas, symbol- 
ism, once very common, especially 
among the initiated, was mest liable to 
be misinterpreted. The knowledge of 
the meaning of symbols is easily lost; 
and those who hold the keys of the 
esoteric meaning have always made it a 
practice to mislead the vulgar by wrong 
and trivial interpretations. Symbols 
were, in fact, used to conceal the truth 
and meaning, from all but the Initiates. 
That is made plain by HeErroporvs, 
PLUTARCH and APULEIUS, all of whom 
were Initiates. 

Saint AUGUSTINE admits, in his ‘ Con- 
fessiens,’ that we are at liberty to un- 
derstand the same passage of the Scrip- 
tures in different ways. ‘ Divers things,’ 
he says, ‘may be understood under par- 
ticular words; and those different things 
all true.’ ‘ Believing that the writer 
speaks truly,’ he says, ‘We dare not 
imagine him to have said any thing, 
which ourselves either know or think te 
be false.’ ‘ While every man endeavors 
then to understand in the Holy Scriptures. 
the same as the writer understood, what 
hurt is it, if a man understand what 
Thou, the Light of all true-speaking 
minds, dost show him to be true, 
although he whom he reads understood 
not this, seeing he also understood a truth 
though not this Truth ?’ The words, ‘In 
the Beginning’God made the Heavens 
and the Earth, he says’, may be under- 
stood, for example, five different ways; 
and each way truly, 
says, ‘occur to the irers, in the same 
words, as they are differently under- 
stoed.’ “How foolish it is, in such abund- 
ance of most true meanings, as may be 
extracted out of those words, rashly to 
affirm which of them Moss principally 
meant.’ If be himself had been Moses, 
he would have wished, he says,so to write, 
as that, while those not competent to 
understand how Gop created, should not 
reject the word, as beyond their capacity, 
those who were competent ‘ might find 
what true opinion soever they had by 
thought arrived at, not passed over in 
those few words ;’ and that ‘should an- 
other man by the light of Truth have 
discovered another, neither should that 
fail of being discoverable in those same 
words,’ 

-——Thus, he says, some, reading or 
hearing these words, conceive that God, 
‘like a man, or some mass, endued with 
unbounded power, by some pew and sud- 
den resolution, did, exterior to itself, as 
it were at a certain distance, create 
Heaven and Earth, two great bodies 
above and below, wherein all things 
were to be contained. And when they 
hear, God said, let it be made! and it 
was made ; they coneeive of words begun 
and ended, sounding in time, and pass- 
ing away; after whose departure, that 
came into being, which was commanded 
80 to do; and whatever of the like sort, 
men's acquaintance with the material 
world would suggest.

Were I,’ he says, ‘to indite 
anything to have supreme authority, 
Isiould prefer so to write, that what- 
ever truth any could apprehend in those 
majters, might be couveyed jin my 
words, rather than set down my own 
meaning so clearly as to exclude the
